Bits of News Hint Big 
Events Are De- 
veloping. 


LONDON, June 16.—Rumors of a seri- 
ous revolutionary movement in Spain 
are given prominence in a section of 
the press. There has been an almost 
complete absence of news .from the 
peninsula since the appointment of the 
new ministry. ‘ 

Rumors of something abnormal in “the 
Spanish situation have been given. prom- 
mence in the last two or three days in 
a small section of the press and today 
several papers print articles declaring 
that something: important 1s happening. 

One suggestion is that a movement. to 
bring Spain into the war'‘is materializ- 
ing, but the little information available 
is to the effect that the crisis is purely 
a domestic one and largely due to the 
demand for reforms by the rank and 
file of the army. 


Denies Trouble at Garrison. 
One of two solitary Madrid telegrams 
which have reached here in the last 
four |@ays carries a denial by Premier 
Dato, of a report of insubordination on 
the part of the Bilbao garrison. This 
is the only direct confirmation of news- 
paper statements that a grave military 
crisis exists in Spain. | 

According to the Express the army 
has obtained complete dominance, mili- 
tary “‘ committees of defense’’ have been 
established, and have tabulated a list 
of the reforms demanded, by the army. 
The action of the committees, the 
Express says,“is a more or less vivid 
reflection of what happened in Petro- 
grad. Premier Dato is powerless, as 
was his predecessor, Count Remanones, 
to obtain a modification of the soldiers’ 
claims. The Express asserts that cons 
stitutional government is for the mo+ 
ment at ah end and thatthe army is 
the ultimate arbiter of the crisis.

The Daily News has similar ‘informa- 
tion and réports also serious industrial 
unrest. It says the rank and file of 
the army contains as many factors as 
the populace and probably is the chief 
link between them in the matter of 
grievances. Bad conditions and poor 
pay in the army have bred angry feel- 
ings and there has been seething dis 
quiet in Barcelona. Labor § troubles, 
actual or threatened, in many other dis- 
tricts are all partly explainable by the 
widespread poverty to which high food 
prices have brought the people. 
The Chronicle information is that the 
discontent behind the crisis, as far as 
the soldiers are concerned, is the cleav- 
age between the army and the court. 
In all the reports there are allusions to 
German influences working for their own 
ends. The Spanish embassy in London 
disclaims knowledge of anything un- 
usual, but it is stated that neither. com- 
mercial firms nor newspapers are able to

INDIRECT ALLY 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ) 

STOCKHOLM, June 15.—A tremendous 
impression has been made on Berlin 
by an erroneous report that the United 
States has sent a sharp note to the al- 
lies demanding Japan be kept out of 
China. German officials and newspapers 
immediately’ construed the report to 
mean that trouble was brewing among 
the allies. ‘ 

“Interpret this development as one 
will,” the Lokal Anzeiger. says, “the 
point is directed against Japan, which 
is bound by treaty with Great Britain 
to maintain order in the far east."’ 

After hinting that if the United States 
takes an active hand in China's internal 
disorders it will infringe Japan's pre- 
rogatives, it asks:

THE AMERICAN ARMY AND ITS 


PLIGHT. 


In a war of democracy against autocracy, the 
most powerful autocracy, Germany, takes the best 
care of its soldiers, and the greatest democracy, 


“the United States, takes the worst. 


Autocracy’ cares for the soldiers’ comforts, 


shields them so far as possible from discomforts, 


feeds them better than the civilian population, 
and equips them with erry device reened for 


their work. 


By way of contrast consider the American army. 
Its duty is to defend the world's greatest republic, 
and in defending it to defend the largest measure 


of freedom, 


we think, ever enjoyed by men. 


The 


gefenders of this freedom have no thought given 
‘to their comforts, are obliged to suffer every un- 


‘ necessary evil that’ events can conspire to bring 


upon them, and are unequipped not only for their 


comfort but, the crowning’ idiocy, for their work. 


British soldiers are taken to the front in busses 
which have been taken off London streets to the 


inconvenience of the civilians. 


If. it were sug- 
gested that American soldiers be carried any- 


where they could walk Americans would think 
they were coddling men who ought to be trained 


for discomfort. 


‘German soldiers are served hot meals in the 
trenches. The kitchen wagons are constantly in 


touch with the men or are in touch so long as it}. 


is possible to keep them. American soldiers will 

eat what they can carry unless the whole scheme 

of American army organization is changed. 
‘Canada makes excellent kitchen wagons for its 


~goldiers, but the only ones in use for American 


service were purcHased in Canada by Chicagoans 


and given to Illinois troops. 


The French thought of the steel hieenet as a 
protection for the men. There is not a steel helmet 


in the American army. 
them the French will give them. 


If Pershing’s men get 


When Pershing’s men 0 into the trenches they 
will have no proper artillery support unless the 


French or British can give them the guns. 


To 


fight without proper artillery support isto be 


murdered without a chance of defense. This has 
been known from the beginning of the war. 


We 


are sending men into the trenches without having 
provided them the ‘machines of their business. 
They have machine guns which would be re- 


garded. in Burope as archaic. 


They are virtually 


worthless against the guns being used in Europe. 


They stand at a fixed height. 


The European gun 


can be shifted to suit the purposes of the fighting. 
The gunner can lie on his Stomach and operate it 
if that position increases his chances and the gun’s 


efficiency. 


He has a shield to protect him. and 


insure that the gun will be worked as long as 


possible. 


The American soldier knows nothing of witdinks 
throwing—although coming from a nation of ball 
players he may learn that quickly—and we do 


not suppose he ever saw a gas mask. 


These are a few of the consequences of a lack 
of wise military policy in the United States. We 
might have taken advantage of other nations’ 


experiences, but we did not. 


We do not know where the American people get 
or how they rétain the idea that a man in uni- 
form, enlisted for the greatest service he can give 
his country, becomes, as the result of putting on 
the uniform, negligible as a human being, and: 
we. do not understand how the American people 
tolerate the idea that soldiers should do their 


work without the instruments it demands. 


These very dangerous ideas have prevailed, we 


happened to the regular soldier. 


Imagine, because the people did not care what 
They had an 


idea that if he was uncomfortable it toughened 
him for service. They probably thought and may 
think that he is well equipped. We frequently 
have grandiose ideas of our efficiency when we 


are most inefficient. 


» But it must be remembered that a conscript 
‘army is coming into being and that these men 


will come from the American homes. 


There either 


will be a different attitude towards the army. or 
there will be trouble, wholly unnecessary. trouble, 


caused by entirely avoidable conditions.

GOVERNOR HOHENZOLLERN. 


Through Prussia Wilhelm II. |rules the Ger- 
man empire, but how does he rule Prussia? .As a 

limited monarch? Then to what extent limited? 
To a large extent—on paper. A written constitu- 


tion gives Prugsia universal man suffrage. It 
gives Prussia arlfa@m™ment. It gives Prussia a 
prime minister. But‘when we obtpin, so to speak, 


a closé-up of Prussian universal miffrage, the 
Prussian parliament, and the prime minister's 
status in Prussia, we get a strange enough picture 
of Wilhelm as governor of his home state. 
Though all Prussians above 25 years of age can 
vote, they: vote indirectly and in three classes, 
graded according to wealth. A little group of rich 
yoters can thus outweigh a multitude of poor 
voters. As radicals are foung,mainly among the 
poor, this is worth noting. 
In the Prussian parliament only members of 
the lower house are elected. They rarely propose 
new laws. If they do the upper house can defeat 
them. Whenever a proposed law is in .the least 
objectionable to Wilhelm it is sure of defeat in 
the upper house. Why? ! 
Because the upper house consists partly of 
hereditary members (Hohenzollern princes, princes 
and counts of districts annexed during the growth 
of Prussia, and heads of the territorial nobility) 
and partly of members appointed by Wilhelm. 
Meanwhile Wilhelm appoints the prime minister, 
who serves also as chancellor of |the empire. He 
is responsible to Wilhelm alone; And Wilhelm 
appoints all the other ministers.| They have. ac- 
cess to both chambers. They can speak in both) 
chambers. When they do they enjoy especial priv- 
ilege. Nor has either house the means of com- 
pelling a minister to resign. Parliament cannot 
even influence the choice of a minister. “Wilhelm | 
attends to all that and to plenty more besides. 
He is head of the army and declares war and 
peace. He is head of the church; when he enters 
a pulpit, as he occasionally does, it is his right. 
He summons and dissolves parliament, brings 
pressure upon it when he chooses, and his veto is 
absolute. He controls foreign policy. He con- 
firms orders and titles of nobility and appoints the 
mayor of Berlin. In a word, he is the whole thing. 
Not one syllable in the constitution holds him 
responsible for any of his public iacts. 
In England the king “ reigns, but does not rule.” 
wrong” because 
the king cannot do anything in| particular. The 
same is true of the Italian king and of Norse 
kings. In Prussia, however, the king rules. A 
staff of highly trained ministers does his bidding. 
He appoints all the officers of gtate. Whatever 
customary taxes the government) requires he can 
collect without securing the parliament's approval, 
and even against its. disapproval. He proposes 
nearly all the bills passed upon by the parlia- 
ment, and the parliament is unable to force upon 
him « bill of its own if he cares to resist. In the 
Norse sense, or the English, or the Italian, W1il- 
helm is not a king in Prussia; he is a medieval 
potentate in Prussia. 
And three-fifths of the Germans are Prussians. 
The other two-fifths—distributed among twenty- 
four states: some of them fair sized, some hardly 
larger than Illinois counties, and here and there 
one hardly larger than Jackson park—accept Wil- 
helm as emperor. As such he has little power— 
on paper. In actual fact he has stupendous power. 
He appoints seventeen members of the German 
senate. ‘Three more he practically appoints, The 
rest are named by the obedient dukes, ygrand- 
dukes, and kings of German states. Together they 
not only bully the German house of representa- 
tives, but, with Wilhelm’s consent, can dissolve it 
outright. So, if Wilhelm is Prussia, Prussia is 
Germany. 3 
_ A beautiful system! In the goodness of their 
hearts German aristocrats would impose it upon 
us also. That is why they went to war. By 
world dominion they mean the destruction of 
democracy the world over and the substitution of 
autocracy. And, mind you, hereditary autocracy. 
Odious though we find the thought of submitting 
to the autocratic will of Germany's, present em- 
peror, incomparably more ofiious is the thought of 
our children submitting to the ee will of

THE PARAMOUNT VIRTUBR. 


(John MacCunn “ Political Philosophy of Burke.”) 
He has left us in no possible uncertainty as to 
what he deems the paramount virtue of the man of 
affairs. “ Prudenge,” he declares, “is not only the 
first in rank of the virtues, political and moral, 
but she is the director, the regulator, the standard 
of them all.” This being so, the question that 
emerges is obvious: What is this “ prudence” that 
is thus so unhesitatingly promoted to the primacy? 
Clearly, to begin with, it is to be sharply distin 
guished from the characteristic virtue of the theor- 
ist. The theorist thinks first and last of truth and 
error: the man of affairs is concerned with good 
and evil. The theprist has but one thing before him 
a time; his problem is simplified by the familiar, 
‘Bade ra artifice of abstraction, more or leas rig- 
orously applied: the statesman ia confronted by al! 
the baffling complexity of concrete situations in 
which considerations of gooa and evil, adVantage 
and disadvantage, meet and crods and intermingle 
in ever varying proportions and combinations. Un- 
like the abstract thinker, he niust see, or try to 
see, everything and neglect nothing. Hence the 
peculiar, and sometimes crushing, difficulty of the 
statesman's task. Moving, a& he must, in the trou- 
bled, perplexing, and shifting medium of concrete 
circumstances, and thrust on by the imperious 
urgenay of crises that brook no delay, he cannot 
indulge in that suspense of judgment, which is one 
of the virtues of the theorist, nor pause to work 
out his problema theoretically. Time forbids it. 
Nor can he have recourse to thinkers or theorists 
who will solve his problems for him. Easy and 
light would be the burden of the statesman if, in 
the urgent hour of his perplexity, he could turn 
to some political adviser, some casuist in politics, 
to find his problems theoretically anticipated, and 
their solutions already made. In the complex in- 
teraction of human wills and social forces and end- 
leasly varying circumstances, the problems, if they 
be serious, are such as no theoretical acuteness can 
have foreseen, and no theoretical foresight solved 
pby anticipation. And just for that reason there is 
no course open tp the man of affairs but to take 
upon his own’ shoulders the burden ‘of facing his 
problems for himpelf, and solving them to the best 
of his ability by his own “ prudence.” For if the 
‘tangled knots of/ pojitics are ta be dealt with, it 
will not be by the philosopher who unravels them 
at his leisure: sponer or later] .and often enough 
sooner rather than later, they must be cut by the 
statesman who is fortunate enough to possess the 
practical wisdom, the “ prudente,” to grasp and 
weigh the clrousistences of the situation, and the 
nerve to decide what the day or the hour or the 
moment requires to be done.

OUR SENSE OF TASTE. | 
STES fall inte four great divisions, 
with many subdivisions, of course. 
These are bitter, sweet, salt, and 
sour. Titchener summarizes the . 

srouping as follows: 

1. Salt and sour contrast; the sour in- 
duced by salt being clearer and stronger 
than the salt induced by sour. 

2. Sweet and sour contrast; the sweet 
induced by sour being clearer and 
stronger than the sour induced by sweet. 
’ 8. Salt and sweet contrast: the sweet 
induced by salt being clearer and strong- 
er than the salt induced by sweet. 

4. Bitter shows no contrast at all. 

Nicholis and Baily-say that one part of 
bitter to 456,000 parts of water can be 
tasted. The strength required to make 
other tastes appear are: Acid, one part 
to 3,300; salt, one part to 2,000; sugar, 


fone part to 204. The taBte nerves are 


evidently far more sensitive to bitters 
than they are to sweets. 

Taste is one of the first senses ac- 
quired by the human being. The micro- 
scope shows well developed taste buds 
in the mouths of babies several months 
before birth. The newly born baby can- 
not hear or see, but he can taste. He 
can tagte both sweet and bitter. His 
tongue is most sensitive to taste im- 
pressions, The insides of the cheeks are 
quite sensitive to taste in children. In 
older persons the tongue just back of 
its tip and the inside of the cheeks be- 
come relatively irisensitive and the re- 
gions of the teeth become more so. 

Hollingsworth explains some of these 
changes by saying that a young baby 
passes his food over his tongue; in chil- 
, dren large mouthfula are taken, and 


| adults hold their food in contact with 


the teeth.

The sense of taste bears relation to 
both ill health and health. ‘There are 
many conditions which? cause a coating 
on the tongue. These coatings interfere 
with the sense of taste. Physicians are 
skilled in interpreting the meanings of 
different types of coated tongue.’ The 
relation of coated tongue to taste is not 
solely a negative one. Under certain 
conditions of constitutional or local dis- 
order there may be a taste of salt, 
sweet, sour, or bitter. In hemorrhage 
One tastes salt. In diabetes there is a 
sweet taste. The bitter taste of billous- 
ness is widely known, Perversions of 
taste more or less Known are dirt eat- 
ing by anwmics, salt hunger, the eraving 
for pickles, and the disposition of idiots 
and some insane to eat filth. 

One of the most interesting chapters 
in *‘ The Sense of Taste" by Hollings- 
worth and Poffenberger is that dealing 
with the esthetics of tasté. The paint- 
ers who please the sense of vision and 
the musicians who appeal to the sense 
of hearing are recognized as artista.

The very fact that it i such a neces- 
sity and always a necessity prevents it 
from becoming the basis for an art. The 
dreams of the poised and the hallucina- 
tions of the ill poised relate usually to 
things seen and heard and but rarely 
to things tasted or smelled. For all of 
these reasons, Hollingswprth and Poffen- 
berger say that taste is a social, But 
while taste does not serve the group, it 
is of the more service to the individual. 
It produces appetite, aids digestion, and 
promotes well being.

The barony of Dacre is shown by offi- 
cial records still on file to have existed 
ever since the Norman conquest. But 
it was not until the reign of Edward II. 
that any holder of the feudal barony of 
Dacre—a barony by tenure—was sum- 
moned to pariiament. The result is 
that this particular peerage officially 
dates from the date marked on ‘the royal! 
writ of summons—namely ; May 15, 1321. 
Like all these ancient peerages by ‘writ, 
the barony of Dacre has descended 
through the female as well as ere 
the male line. 

In the reign of Edward IV. a ‘ddan 
took place between Joan Dacre, grand- 
daughter of the sixth Lord Dacre, and 
her uncle, Sir Humphrey Dacre, the 
male heir. The king decided in favor of 
the fair Joan, declared she was entitled 
to her grandfather's estates and peer- 
age, and renewed the latter in her favor. 
Moreover, he authorized her husband, 
Sir Richard Fiennes, to assume her title 
and summoned him to parliament as 
Lord Dacre, Most eminent genealogical 
authorities regard this as a n®w crea- 
tion. To make confusion worse, Edward 
IV., by way of consoling Sir Humphrey 
Dacre, also summoned him to parlia- 
ment, likewise as Lord Dacre, directing 
that he Bhould be styled Lord Dacre of 
the. North, in order to distinguish him 
from his niece’s husband, who became 
popllarly known as Lord Dacre of the 
South. After several generations the 
descent of Lord Dacre of the North be- 
came merged in the descent of Lord 
Dacre of the South. °

There were then three Dacre baronies -~ 
—namely: the barony based upon the. 
writ of summons igsued by Edward Il. 
in 1321 and the twin baronies of Lord 
Dacre ¢f the North and Lord I aare of 
the South, created by Edward IV. in 
favor of Sir Richard Fiennes and of Sir 
Humphrey Dacre respectively. These 
three peerages passed by marriage 
through several families, until, in 1771, 
Gertrude, Baroness Dacre in her own 
right, married Thomas Brand of the 
Hoo, Herts, and by him had two sons,

None of the vast possessions of the 
lords of Dacre have remained itn the 
family of the present Viscount Hamp- 
den, who is a former colonel’ of the 
Tenth Hussars and married to a sister 
of the present Duke ef Buccleuch and 
For Dacre castle was 
sold at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century to Sir Christopher Musgrave, 
while Hurstmonceaux castle, in Sus- 
sex, Was put up for sale not long ago 
by the Curteis family, who had owned 
it for about a century and was pur- 
chased by Claude Lowther, M. P.

Few castles have been the scene of 
fo much romance as Hurstmonceaux, 
which bears many carved emblems of 
the heraldic device of the Dacre family, 
namely, the alant, or wolf dog. Queen 
Anne of Cleves was entertained there on 
landing tn Bngland to become the con- 
sort of Henry VITI., and tn the follow- 
ing year her host, the ninth Lord Dacre, 
met his death on the scaffold, as the 
of a midnight fray with the 
gamekeepers of his neighbor, Sir Nich- 
olas Pelham, two of whose keepers were 
killed.. Lord Dacre's sthree compan- 
fons, being mere country gertlemen, 
were hanged after conviction. Lord 
Dacre himself, as a peer, was tried by 
the house of lords, tmprisoned in the 
tower of London, and condemned to 
death by the ax. 

Lord Dacre had always been a favo- 
rite of the Blue Beard king and as 
every one felt that owing to this he 
would recefve a pardon, the execution 
was delayed for hours beyond the ap- 
pointed time. At length the constable 
of the tower of Londen would not as- 
sume the responsibility of waiting any 
longer. Lord Dacre, who was 28 years 
old, ascended the scaffold on Tower hill 
and laid his head on the block. : The 
executioner’s ax had scarcely fallen 
when a mounted messenger from the 
eourt appeared, carrying the expected 
pardon from the king. The latter, much 
distressed, immediately caused the 
young peer’s honors ahd estates, which 
had been forfetted at’ the time of his 
conviction, to be restored to his little 
son, who therefore became tenth Lord 
Daere,

That would be 
the scoop that would be heard round 
the world. 

Others do not find such belief imposst- 
ble. Others seem to fin’ it easy to be- 
Heve that the American people have 
been betrayed into war against their 
wishes. That the American people are 
against the war is shown by the enlist- 
ment figures, the claim of exemption 
percentage, and the lack of popular sup- 
port of the Liberty [so-called] loan. 

It is confirmed by ‘the claim of the 
New Republic that the war was start- 
ed by the intellectuals; by the Charles- 
ton [S. C.] American's statement the 
people are against it. One of the largest 
owners of one of our largest and most 
successful newspapers told me that only 
Wall street and Society were for the 
war. My personal conversations, in- 
cluding those with many of exception- 
al opportunity of gathering information, 
lead me to believe the people have been, 
are, and will be overwhelmingly 
against this war, though as to bonds, at 
least, “no government necessity was 
ever so fully explained to the people.” 
The matter is clinched by the state- 
ments of Mason and Britten on the floor 
of congress that not only were the peo- 
ple overwhelmingly against the war, 


voting for the war did so through pres- 
sure and against their convictions. And 
cannot the most casual observer see the 
most autocratic, anti-democratic con- 
centration of power going on which the 
most autocratic countries have not 
dared to ask for, and the same sort of 
efforts to drive the people and smother 
their will and its expression?

——) HE recollections of “ Fred- 
eps af erick the Great,” by his 
“feader,” Henri de Catt, 
have been issued in two vol- 
umes [Houghton, 
company] with an introduction by Lord 
Rosebery. De Catt was a Swiss whom 
the king, incognito, met- on a voyage. 
Being pleased with the traveler's ap- 
pearance and education, the king asked 
him to enter the royal household, which 
he did, remaining twenty-four years. 
They became estranged through an in- 
descretion of De Catt, but this, the 
latéer says, did not affect the justice 
of his treatment of the king in the book, 

De Catt was hired as a ‘ reader,” but 
in reality he seemed to have been em- 
ployed as a listener, and he appears to 
have earned all he got, for it was his 
unfortunate destiny to be obliged to 
hear the king spout the’ French dra- 
matic poets and his own dull imitations 
of Voltaire, Racine, and others, to listen 
to his anecdotes, his recouections of his 
father, amd to read the interminable 
letters the king continually wrote to 
real or ary persons. 


——— 

So far as they go, these recollections 
make good reading. According to De 
Catt, he was treated as a valued friend 
and adviser, although his advice was not 
always followed. His opinion was asked 
on all manner of things, from the con- 
duct of a battle to the scansion of 
French poetry. Everywhere during his 
wars the king was accompanied by his 
French library and his flute. He arose 
anywhere from 1 to 3 a. m., consulted 
his maps, dictated to his. secretaries, 
gave out his orders, and sometimes ac- 
companied scouting parties to spy out 
the enemy. |’

up, rout him out of bed, .make him 
guess what he, the king, had beén about, 
read him ah ode he had written, or 
declaimed a|page or two of some trag- 
edy..

~Brig. Gen. George O. Squier, chief of 
the aviation bureau of the army, today 
fsstied a statement in support of the de- 
mand for $600,000,000 to give America a 
chance to win the war in the air. 

Congress will be asked to appropriate 
this huge amount in addition fo the 
$64,000,000 included in the war measure 
signed by the president today. 

“ Put the Yankee punch into the war,” 
Gen. Squier declared, and to do it, in his 
opinion, congress must ratify a huge avi-

“Our plan contemplates nothing less 
than driving the German fliers out of 
the air and maintaining a constant raid- 
ing patrol over the territory for fifty 
miles back of the fighting lines,"’ he 
sald. “If we build the quantities of 
machines for which we have the ¢a- 
pacif¥ and train our thousands of avail- 
able men we can tear up the enemy

Washington, D. C, June 15.~A new 
tax of 5 per cent on the net profits of 
all newspaper and magazine publishers 
was written into the war tax bill today 
by the senate finance committee in lieu 
of the 2 per cent advertising tax pre- 
viously agreed upon and of the second 


the house bill. 

The profits tax plan, estimated to raise 
about $15,000.000, or about the same as 
the advertising tax previously proposed, 
was adopted by a bare majority of one 
vote, with several members absent. 
‘There now is pending a motion by Sen- 
ator Penrose, who voted for the leyy, 
to reconsider the decision Monday. 

The committee also decided by a ma- 
jority of one vote to repeal the “‘ draw- 
back "’ allowance to Sugar refiners, rais- 
ing $19,000,000 additional revenues. 

The committee then adjourned until 
Monday, with the prospect of another 
week's delay in completing the bill.

BISHOP REPORTS 


The Rev, C. H. Brent 
Returns from War 


= 


France is cheerfully bleeding herself 
to death in the war for a free world, ac- 
cording to the’ Rev. Dr. Charles H. 
Brent, American Episcopal bishop of the 
Philippines, whe was in Chicago yester- 


liam U. Goodson, 39 East Division street. 
Bishop Brent recently returne@® to the 
United. States after a visit of some 
length in France and England. He left 
last night for |Denver, where he will 
preach next Surnday. 

“France is dying,” said Dr. Brent re- 
cently., “ But along that long battle line 
you will not hear a whimper. You will 
seé nothing but the cheerful laying down 
of lives. 

“God is calling upon this nation and 
every individual in this nation to lay 
down his life so that another life may 
be saved and sq that this nation and the 
world may live’ again.”’ 

Dr. Brent further emphasized the need 
of concerted and determined action on 
the part of the United States in the 
war, when he ispoke of the staggering 
burden which England has been forced 
to carry for 4 other allies in rectnt 
months. This burden, he. said, particu- 
larly in its financial and material as- 
pects, must now be transferred to the 
shoulders of the United States in order 
to win the war. 

Dr. Brent also voiced a. warning 
against the waste of food in this coun- 
try—food which will not only be needed 
here in the months to come but will 
be desperately necessary thrgughout 


France and England.
